Following the location and arrest ol 
Leach at Waukesha it was learned that 
his description tallied with that of a 


i man by the name of William Ross 
i Miller, who lives in Belolt. Capt. Read 


] took the fugitive from Waukesha to 
I Rockford by automobile. 
The police and attorneys learned 
that Leach, alias Miller, had had deal- 
ings with Herschel Fisher, a promi- 
nent Rock county farmer, who gave a 
satisfactory description and it was al- 
so found that Leach had an account 
in the First National 
Bank In this 
city. Messrs. Carpenter, St. John and 
Nolan at once secured an order fron 
Leach on Mrs. Wm. Ross Miller of 
Beloit, to turn, over Leach's books 
and papers which revealed the fact 
that he had a balance of ?968 in the 
local bank 
which 
was secured for 
Cainplan and Buchanan, the owners of 
the cattle. 
According to the police 
there is no doubt but that Leach and 
Miller are one and the same. 
The cattle 
which were valued at 


$2{000 by the owners, were sold at a 
sacrifice in Chicago to William Gentle- 
men and Sons for $1,149.29, according 
to the Information now in the hands 
of the attorneys. .

The 
decision contains raany suggestions 
for all carriers in official classification 
territory as to-the methods by which 
their net income may be increased 
other than by a general increase in 
rates. Special attention it> caned to 
many rates that are apparently tmre- 
munerative. 
The exact increase in revenue that 
will accrue to the railroads through 
the decision is a matter of expert com- 
putation based on the traffic affected, 
but the total Increase will be about

The railroads which 
applied

the interstate commerce commission s 
permission to

rates were the 62 lines in the terri- 
tory east of the Mississippi and north 
o! the Ohio and Potomac rivers. The 
Increase asked was five per 
cent, 
just half the

railroads tried to get approval of in 
1910 but failed'. 
It was deemed that

ment desired a prompt decision of

ately instituted hearings, at which

Lonis D. Braddeis 
of Boston, representing the commis- 
sion and the snippers, was one of the 
leading counsel in opposition. 


Heavy Drain on Earnings. 
Tne contentioh of the railroad man- 
agers was that in the last three years 
the railroads had spent $600,000,000 in 
new capital, hut that in 1913 th* 
earnings were $16,000,000 less than 
In 1912; that the greatest increases 
in railroad expenses hail come about 
by higher wages, taxes and new in- 
vestment in the properties; that con- 
ditions were such that the New Yors

been forced to lay off 23,000 men; and

Will it be a Jena or a Sedan? This 
is the problem that confronts the 
French. At Jena, in 1806, the army 
of the great Napoleon defeated and 
captured the Prussian forces and the 
city of Berlin. At Sedan, "Napoleon 
the Little," lost his empire, his army. 
Paris was captured by the German 
hosts and their leader, William the 
first, crowned emperor of all Ger- 
many, In the French capital. 


For forty-four years France has out 


'. waited an opportunity to revenge it- 


self upon its neighbor, to regain the 


' fair territory of Alsace and Lorraine, 
taken as part of the war tribute lev- 
led, and wipe out the disgrace of the 


i fight at Sedan. The opportunity has 
' come. Germany is forcing the war 


upon France, and France is on the 
defensive Its armies are being mobi- 
lized and hundreds of thousands of 
Germans are rushing towards the bor- 
der to cross and take part in the great 
battle that is imminent. 
: 
Evidently the "War Lord of the Ger- 


. mans" had lost none of hit cunning 
I In his preparation for conflict. His 
i seeming reluctance in starting actual 
' fighting, his pose as arbitrator of the 


world'u peace, and his delay in an- 
swering the demands of England and 
other nations seeking a peaceful solu- 
tion of the Austrian-Servian trouble 
all were a clever screen for the mass 
Ing of his forces for a sudden attack 
upon France. It was a sharp move 
and should he succeed

France off its feet, forcing his armies 
within striking distance of Paris, it 
would be half the final victory won.

How much of all the gen- 
erosity in the world do you suppose is entirely free 
from the motive of self-gratification? 
The lowest motive for generosity is to win appro- 
val and gratitude.

Such generosity is 
like the caress of a cat, that coldest arid most self- 
contained of clcmesticated animals, which under a show 
of affection rubs up against your arm merely to scratch 
its back. 
Infinitely above this is the desire 1.0 make someone 
whom we love happy, but is not this also a form of self- 
gratiflcation? If you love anyone very dearly you.enjoy th.eir pleasure. In 
giving to a friend you give to another self. 
To give without any wish (or gratitude and to give to someone whom you 
do not love, merely because you wish to benefit humanity,—this is the highest, 
the purest and of course the rarest kind of unselfishness. 
Yet one would not care to benefit humanity unless one loved it in a certain 
way, so this too Is a rarefied and glorified form of self-gratification. 
Do 1 mean by all this to decry generosity and put him who practises it on 
the same plane with the man -who thinks only of himself? Far from it. We

tives which somehtfw weaves itself into human destinies. It does not make a 
thing wrong that you enjoy it, and generosity is no less generous and beauti- 
ful because we get pleasure out of it,—perhaps the more so.

Tbe artist goes bacli to nature and 


gees a moose running in the woods. 
He knows It Is a moose because the 
guide tells him it Is. He knows the 
difference between animals also be- 
cause the guide tells him. Perhaps he 
shoots one wltb a modern high power 
rifle. 
He doesn't skin the animal be- 


cause be doesn't know how, so he 
stands back and watches the guide re- 
move the skin from tbe carcass. Ho 
tastes some of the meat. He watches 
the guide flesh and tnn the hide. Then 
he proceeds to paint a picture of the 
•ccne. The guide carries his pack for 
him and makes up his bed in a com- 
fortable camp, as well as cooking all 
his meals. 


Perhaps be stays In the woods for a 


month or more, living under tbe most 
comfortable circumstances. 
He has 


observed many things with his eyes, 
but in all that time he has not felt 
the things that the guide has felt, nor 
does tbe guide tell the artist his feel- 
ings, not being in the habit of talking 
much. 


Then the artist goes back to the>city 


to his luxurious studio and starts to 
work putting a picture of outdoor work 
on canvas. He pleases people who do 
not know much abonf outdoor life, 
much the same as a gay colored chro- 
mo attracts the eye of a child. And 
lie paints all these pictures under the 
most comfortable circumstances. 


Alone comes a wealthy man who 
says: 'Ton are a great pnlntei or wild 
Jlfe. Paint me a picture of a moose 
In summertime." The artist has al- 
ready painted a picture of a moose in 
the fall and winter in the snow. The 
color of a winter moose is decidedly 
different from that of the summer 
moose. The antlers tbo artist has seen 
are hard and perfect, but the antlers 
of the summer moose are soft and vel- 
vety, because the blood is circulating 
from tbe body of the animal up 
through every part of his horns. Sum-, 
mer moose look no more like winter 
moose than a caribou looks like n deer. 


What is the artist going to do? lie 


doesn't even know what kind of a \ 
country the summer moose inhabits 
or where he is found. The summer 
moose does cot live in the same kind 
of a place as the winter moose. He 
does not eat the same food nor eat in 
the same way. He is of different col- 
or, different shape, and he acts differ- 
ently. So the reader will see how easy 
It is for the painter of outdoor life to 
slip up on this sort of thing. 


The true portrayal can never come 


from the brush of an artist who has 
not lived close to nature, and who has 
not felt whnt he paints. To my mind 
this fundamental training Is a big fac- 
tor in art. It is something big—some- 
thing apart from the constant swap- 
ping of ideas from one teacher to an- 
other. 


While such an artist mny cot have 


the technical training of the schooled 
artist be has the truth of his work, 
and no painting is ever jrre.'it if it lacks 
truth. Being a part of nature will fit 
a man to portray nature truthfuljy 
.when he comes to paint it. 


Jt doesn't matter wliat the picture Is 


on the surface, nor does it make any 
difference what you paint it on or 
what you use for a brush or color. It 
is tbe touch. A man who views a pic- 
ture rightly looks below the surface 
of it. He goes down deep into it. 


The painter of truth pictures is un- 


conscious of whnt brush he uses or 
what color he employs. The only thing 
In his mind is the touch of life that 
he has seen on the head of some wood 
creature or the reflection of n sunset 
They are the things that appeal to bim 
as striking, and he works OQ and on 
until he has obtained the effect that is 
In his mind. He knows instinctively 
when he has found it, acd he knows 
that he is right He has given a soul 
to the painting. It takes a man who 
knows life from practical experience to 
read the soul in another man's picture. 
A picture without a seal means noth- 
ing. 


This was one of the reasons why I 


•went into the woods in the first place. 
I hoped in a small way to get the peo- 
ple to recognize nature in art. 


I began uiy art in the woods of 


northern Maine. 
At various times 


while I was. guiding men from the_dty 


through" th<T Woods- I 
-WOTJIO. -araw 


sketches for them on pieces of fungus. 
They kept telling me I should develop 
sach a talent, and this pleased me. 


I drew considerably after that, but 


always bid my stuff. Sometimes peo- 
ple would find it and say it was good 
and that with a little training I wonld 
one day be an artist. 1 knew that 1 
locked technical training, so I thrust 
myself upon every artist I came In 
contact with. I observed them close- 
ly, and nothing escaped me. I won- 
dered then if I would ever be able to 
do anything like the work they were 
doing. 


However, the repeated suggestions 


of people about my developing my tal- 
ent encouraged me some, and I stuck 
to it. One day a magazine wanted to 
buy a cover design I had drawn. That 
was the biggest thing I had reached. 
I said to myself, "Here Is a chance 
for me to draw a picture for the pub- 
lic with my name signed to it!" It 
meant a great deal to me. 


But Inside I felt that I was not on 


eqnal footing with other artists be- 
cause I hadn't bad the training of the 
schools. I didn't dream at that time 
that a man could start out with what 
talent he had and make a success on 
his own resources. I didn't have the 
money to stufly, so the only thing for 
me to do was to keep on painting and 
observing other men's work until 1 
might one day be recognized as a 
painter of outdoor life. 


After I received this recognition I 


Immediately Jumped back to nature In 
order to convince that class of doubt- 
ers who are forever tearing down when 
they might be building up about the 
truth of outdoor painting. I went back 
to nature again and lived. When I 
came out I felt that I knew nature. 


How many times have you heard 


the criticism "that painting is over- 
colored?"..It is Impossible to use col- 
ors too bright to portray the truth of 
nature. The colors are n part of na- 
ture itself and belong there. They can 
be toned down with gray just the same 
as a bright day can be toned down 
.with clouds. 


At certain times of the year the re- 


flections of the forest and the sunset 
on the lakes are brighter and cleaner 
in color than any I have ever seen on 
canvas. The peace and tranquillity of 
some of the twilights and afterglows 
I have never seen perfectly reproduced 
in oil or water color. 


Art critics have n tendency to judge 


pictures from their own personal ex 
perience of other pictures. I believe 
they think too much of the technical 
and artificial, and ofttlmes in their de- 
sire to criticise they overlook tbe hid- 
den soul of the picture which by a 
man who knows will be noticed first 
of all. 


CHAPTER XVI. 


The Camera In the Woods. 
HE use of the camera in the 
woods Is one interesting phase 
of art. I have used tbe cam 
era In many ways to get nega 


fives of animals In their native haunt* 
In a preceding chapter I have spoken 
of the jackllght method, but I have 


ground, BO" tout wBen the coon or other 
small animal comes to get it It has to 
rise up and pull hard. This pull re- 
leases a flashlight, and the negative !s 
made. 


This same simple method Is used In 


making animals shoot themselves with 
a gun. The string is attached to the 


hair trigger, and when the fox or other 
animal moves the, string the gun is dis- 
charged. 


I remember one winter when 1 was 


at King and Bartlett camps that I set 
one of these guns out on King and 
Bartlett lake. The men In the camp 
laughed at me and said I might be able 
to trap foxes in all kinds of ways, but 
that it was impossible to make a fox 
shoot himself. Even while we were 
talking the sound of a gun came to us 
from the direction of the lake. Inves- 
tigation proved that I had been correct, 
because the dead fox on the Ice and 
the discharged gun told their own 
story. 


A first class taxidermist is in truth 


an artist. I have dqne much of this 
work, having mounted heads and full 
bodies of animals, together with hun- 
dreds of fish. 


Here again Is another thing a man 


can do in the woods without aid or ma- 
terial from the outside world. Assum- 
ing that I was naked and without 
tools, as I was during my two months 
in the wilderness and desired to do 
some of this work, I would first catch 
a fish in th« manner I have previously 
described. 
Using the same process 


that 1 did with the bear and the deer, 
I would remove the skin with sharp 
rocks. Next I would find a large splin- 
ter from a broken down tree, wide 
enough for a panel background. In 
order to catch all the high lights and 
make the fish appear natural I would 
shape the splintered wood to an oval 
by placing it under water nnd grind- 
ing it down with a rock. A man can 
take any piece of wood and under wa- 
ter grind it to any shape he wants. 
When this oval background was ready 
I would stick the skin on with the nat- 
ural glue of the fish. In spite of the 
fact that I had used no instruments 
from the outside world the observer, 
could not tell the difference between 
the mounted specimen and a trout 
fresh from the water at a distance of 
ten feet. 


In emphasizing my point about the 


artist who lacks the practical, rough 
side of forest life not being able to 
give the true touch to his pictures I 
want to tell a short story about the 
best natured man I ever met. Dnlike 
the gentlemen of art who come into 
the woods to observe nuder the most 
luxurious conditions, he was satisfied 
with anything that happened to be on 
band. While he had plenty of money 
and paid me well for guiding him, he 
never complained. If he had but lit- 
tle to eat he would say the food was 
good. 
If it rained he never com- 


plained. 


One day after one of the hardest 


tramps I had ever taken we arrived 
at one of my camps which I had not 
seen for over a year. It was long aft- 
er, dprk, and we had no time to gather

not mentioned bow at variona times 
during my career in the woods I have 
made animals take pictures of them- 
selves. 


In these, instances I set my camera 


on a trail and laid a string attached to 
the shutter across the trail. The cam- 
era had been focused on tbe spot where 
the oncoming deer or other animal 
would walk against the string. The 
creature wandering along presses the 
string, releasing the shutter, and yon 
have your negative. It doesn't mutter 
what kind of an animal comes along. 
If it happens to be a man you -win 
have his picture just the same. 


In order to get negatives of the 


smaller animals a different method is 
used. Bait is employed. The camera 
is set at night, and a string is extend- 
ed from the machine to a tree. The 
string dancJeA bait Just above the 


flr boughs for a bed. Inside tne camp 
were two bunks, one above the other. 
No boughs were in them, nothing bat 
tbe rough hard boards. 


"Well. Frank." 1 said, "which bnni 


do you want?" 


"Any one," he answered In his cus- 


tomary manner. 


"You better take the lower one," I 


said, "because If jon happen to fall 
out you won't have so far to fall." 


"All right," he said, and we turned 


in, be taking the lower berth and t 
climbing np to the one above. The 
beds were as hard as rocks. 


Some time later I was awakened by 


a noise. I looked out over my bunt 
and saw Frank sitting on the side, or 
tbe one below with his head in his 
hands. 


"Whafs the matter? 
Can't yon 


'.' I asked *»'«" 


Witfiont moving be replied: "Ob. yes; 


I have been asleep, but 1 Just thought 
I would ait up awhile and rest After 
I get rested I will go back to bed." 


If that man had possessed tie artis- 


tic sense he could have painted a true 
picture of outdoor life. He took every- 
thing in the woods as It was and In 
this way learned to feel the spirit of 
nature. 


Sleeping on planks, skinning one's 


own game, getting one's own meals in 
the forest, are all Just as much a part 
of tbe training of an artist painting out 
of door life as are books and teachers. 
Without this rough experience tbe fire- 
side artist has a tendency to paint his 
pictures somewhat on the order of this 
story: 


One night In camp some rears ago 


Andrew Douglas and I were discussing 
good shots and lucky days at hunting. 
I said to Andrew: 


"Andrew, what Is tbe luckiest hunt- 


ing stunt yon ever pulled off?' 


"Well," be began, without a smile on 


his face. "It was back In tbe old days 
of the muzzle loading gun. One day I 
started out hunting ducks, 
t went 


down the bank of a stream and after 
awhile scared up a flock, which rose 
from the water and lit on the limb of; 


a tree. I tried to get Into position to' 
make a clean sweep of them all. but I 
couldn't seem to do It So I went un- 
der the tree and, taking aim, fired at 
the center of the limb on which the 
ducks sat. 


"Of course as the bullet sped through 


it split the limb, but before tbe dncks 
conld fly away the split came togetherI 
again, catching every one of them byj 
the toes. While they were fluttering 
and trying to get away I loaded up 
again and took aim at the butt of the 
limb close to the tree. This shot cat 
the limb off. and as It fell it dropped 
irto the stream. 


"I rushed into the water after It and 


finally caught It. with every duck still 
attached. I sogged out of the water 
with about a score of fish in the seat 
of my pants, which bad swum up the 
legs of my trousers. 


"I remember Just as I made an ex- 


tra high step to get a firm footing one 
of my suspender buttons snapped off. 
buzzing away from me like a bullet 
A rabbit coming down to tbe stream to 
drink got the button right in the eye, 
and It killed him. 


"That was my luckiest day In tbe 


way of hunting." 


Just why did I go to Canada Instead 


of emerging from the forest on Amer- 
ican soU? This question has interested '• 
hundreds since my return to civiliza- 
tion, but until now I have never gone 
into details of the whole story. . 


It is not my desire to attack any 


one or to show bittern3ss, and In tell- 
ing the plain facts abont this trip I 
shall simply reveal true conditions u 
they were. 


I want to go back a little into the 


history of tbe affair to the time just 
before I entered the woods. At that 
time, while I was in Boston, I applied 
through friends to tbe fish and game 
commission of the state of Maine for' 
a permit to catch or kill what game I; 
might'need in carrying out my experi- 
ment These friends explained that 1 
would pay all fines for the killing of 
such animals when I came from the 
forest. 


For a time the commissioners Ignor- 


ed the application, and when they did 
reply it was to state that it would be 
Impossible to grant my request 


In the meantime I had discovered 


that section IT of tbe Maine fish and 
game laws made it possible for such a 
permit to be granted—namely, that the 
commissioners had a right to allow 
game and fish to be obtained for scien- 
tific purposes at any Ume^.

GERMAN FLEET READY FOR BATTLE. 


Copenhagen, Aug. 2.—A prominent Dane who has just.retnrned 


from the Kiel canal announces that all but twelve oi the German 
fleet have steamed out into the North Sea evidently seeking the Rus- 
sian or English fleet. The vessels left behind are antiquated and di- 
lapidated and unfit for actual service. The destination of the German 
fleet is not known but it is known the Russian and English fleets are 
in the immediate vicinity and a naval engagement is expected at any 
time.

ported to be converging from the east with the general object of an 
attack upon Paris, if possible. Already German columns have cross- 
ed the French frontier in two places, one Cirey, forty miles from 
Nancy and it is reported, not confirmed, that they were repulsed bjf 
a strong French force. 


OTHER ARMIES. 


It is reported that the army of invasion consisted of twenty 


thousand picked men and the first battle of the war was fought on, 
French soil. The other divisions are concentrating at Metz from 
which city they will move rapidly to the border and cross into1 
French territory before night when a battle is expected between the 
contesting forces. 


A second actual invasion of French terrtory is reported at Longvy 


near the Belgium frontier at which point a large force of Germans, 
who hade crossed the frontier through the neutral territory of the 
Duchy of Luxemburg made attack on French troops stationed there. 
The result of this conflict is unknown. 


SAILING EASTWARD.

Secretary McAdoo that the bankers of the large money centers of 
the United States would meet tomorrow, Monday, to discuss thel 
loan of a hundred million dollars to England. The Secretary of the. 
Navy holds this is a question for the bankers to settle among them- 
selves in this particular time. 


London, England, August 2, 3:00 p. m.—The English troops are
